Ottawa, March 27. 
"And behold a greater than Solomon is 
here." The solon of the opposition has 
met his match oil his own ground. It was 
recognized r. week ago that the now minis- 
ter of justice had one of those opportuni- 
J ties within his grasp which a man obtains 
I about once in a lifetime, that "tide in the 
| atmii'S o! men which taken at the flood leads 
ou to fortune, " Mr, Thompson proved 
I himself worthy of the occasion. In a calm 
and judicial spirit ho set himself to work to 
' demolish the arguments!, of the opposition 
lender and the minor lights on the benches 
to the left of the speaker, and the general 
concensus of opinion is that he did his 
work well. There is no necessity (or me to 
elaborate his speech in detail. Some of 
your readers will doubtless have the oppor- 
tunity of reading it in full as I understand 
it will be published in pamphlet form. 
Suffice it to say the handling of tho "more 
papers" cry, the fairness of the trial, tho 
question of the recommendation to mercy, 
the duty of the executive, and the question 
of Kiel's mental condition, were dealt with 
in a manner so conclusive, even to members 
of the opposition, that a prominent reform- 
er unid in my presence, "Well, he has 
just knocked the spots off some of our men. " 
The ovation Mr. Thompson received ou re- 
suming his speech was one any man might 
well be proud of, and it was well deserved. 
He was followed by .Mills, Casey, Orton, 
and others, but they added littla interest to 
the debate, in fact the discussion rather 
flagged Until Wednesday evening when Mr. 
Chapleau took the floor and set lo work to 
handle his traducors. The secretary of 
state was not at all well; he had been laid 
up for two or three days previous, but 
seemingly beset aside his indisposition and 
in it magnificent manner defended his course 
of action during the past four months. The 
only objectionable featuio about bin. 
speech was its length. Few men 
aio able to keep up the interest 
lu a speech for four hours and this wis 
where Mr, Liurier wts wiser than Mr. 
Chapleau. The member for Quebec oast 
delivered his now memorable speech in 
about un huur and a half and auccocdod 
in enchaining tho house during the whole 
of its delivery. The secretary of state 
woa at tunes equally as eloquent aa Mr. 
Laurier, but taking his speech on tho whole 
ho was slightly over weighted. His justifi- 
cation of the courao adopted by himself 
and colleagues was inoal ample and hi3 
eloquent appeal to his compatriots not to 
be led away by the race and revenge cry 
evidently had considerable effect upon 
them, and doubtless reduced the vote of 
the recalcitrants. Before he sat down he 
gave the insanity plea its death blow when 
ho said Kiel was only shamming insanity 
when confined in the asylum some years 
ago, and ho read a certificate from JJr 
Brunolle, of Beauport, in proof of tho 
statement. It was two o'clock on Thun- 
day morning before the Speaker said 
"Cait in the members," and the vote on 
tho previous question was taken. The 
previous question was carried by 53, and 
then followed the division on tho main 
motion; yeas 52, naya 140, giving the gov- 
ernment tho enormous majority ot 94. 
Such a result the moat aanguine on tho 
government side had never looked for, in 
fact, one of the whips told me only that 
evening the government expected u ma- 
jority of about 50. The result was brought 
about largely by 24 English liberals vot- 
ing for tho government, thus moro than 
off-setting the 17 French aece^ion'ats . 
Usually those inembora aitting to the 
right of the apeaker are recorded first in 
tho division and when thu clerk turned 
round to the opposition side to see who 
voted "nay" and Sir Cartwright, Hon. 
Alex. Mackenzie, Mr. Paterson and other 
prominent reformers atood up the con- 
servatives cheered loud nnd long. When 
the announcement of the great majority 
was made I thought every body had gone 
wild. Such a cheer went up 
from tho conservative benches as 
almost made the walls quiver, members 
shuuk hands, flourished hats, sticks and 
handkerchiefs, banged tho desks, and 
otherwise expressed their delight. Then 
some one started "God Save the Queen," 
and as if by magic it was taken np and 
the grand anthem resounded through tho 
hall aa 1 have never heard it before. 
What will be the outcome of the vote is 
hard to aay. Those liberals who sot them- 
selves up aa Rielitea will have a hard row 
to hoe when they meet their constituents, 
and it is just likely tho whole affair may 
be the political death-knoll of Mr. Bkko. 
To the credit of your province I may say 
all the liritish Columbia representatives 
voted against Landry's motion and with 
iho government .

The majorities for the government by 
provinces are as follows: Ontario, 47; 
Quebec. 8; Nova Scotia, 18; New Bruns- 
wick; 13; P. E 1.^3; British Columbia, 
0; Manitoba, 4 By nationalities I he vote 
stands: For tho government, English 
conservatives, 90; against none. French 
conservatives for tho government, 20; 
against 17. English liborals for, 24; 
agaiimt, 24. French liberals, against tho 
government, 11. The French vote, con- 
sidered separately, gives a majority of two 
against tho government. Every Irish 
Catholic and every Scotch Catholic savo 
ore voted with the government. 

LIQUOR LICENSE act. 

Mr. Shakeapearo tho other day obtained 
from the government an assurance that 
parliament would be atked to voto money 
to pay all sums actually due to the com- 
miaaionera and inspectors appointed under 
the Liquor License Act of 1883. All 
thoao who paid licenso fees under the act, 
and con properly establish their claim to 
refund will have' their money returned. 
When these two matters have been dis- 
posed of I suppose wo ahull have heard 
the last of tho unfortunate McCarthy act. 

A NATIONAL PARK. 

Now is the time for British Columbia 
to speak out. The government proposes 
to establish one or more national parks 
the line of the C P. R. in tho 
Northwest territories or British Colum- 



bia, but the number, extent, or precise 
location have not yet been decided upon. 
The people of your province have a grand 
opportunity before them by representing 
the" natural beauties of the Columbian 
rockiea to tht government, of securing 
that which should be the means of bring- 
ing thousands of . visitors annually to 
British Columbia. The Yellow-atom 
national park is acknowledged to bo 
worthy of tho Btatea, but it is said there 
are natural wonders in tho Canadian 
rnckies which completely transcend the 
Yollowatone. 

NOTES. 

The budget will have been delivered 
beforo this reaches you. It is not ex- 
pected there will bo much change in the 
tariff. 

Mr. Shakeapoaro is going to bring for- 
ward tho question of an increased duty 
on rice. 

Lt is announcod that Mr. Tasso, M. P., 
will be appointed chiof of the proposed 
government printing bureau, and that 
Sir Hector fjarigevin will contest Ottawa 
at the next election. 

Tho total number of immigrants who 
arrivod in Canada last year ia reported to 
bo 105,0%.

THE GOVERNMENTS POLICY. 

The fourth session of t!io fourth local 
parliament is at an end, and the govern- 
ment will shortly go before the country 
for that sustainnient which. in effect they 
already have, Their administration has 
beon one with which has been inseparably 
identified the progress of the province 
Coining into power when its affairi were 
in a state of stagnation they saw that by 
a vigorous policy, only, could the retro- 
gressive tendency which the affairs of the 
province had assumed bo counteracted. 
Thus a new state of thingB was inaugu- 
rated. Tho drydock, into whoso rapa- 
cious maw tho Walkem- Uoavon govern - 
ment had poured the public funds, until 
the work had procurod the title of the 
sink hole of the province, waa turned 
over under the Settlement uct to the Do- 
minion government, which in return un- 
dertook the completion of the work and 
gave the large sum of $380,000, which 
was laid out by tho government on 
the much needed construction of and 
repairs to publi i works throughout the 
proviuce. The inland railway, a work for 
which tho public had agitated almost since 
confederation, <vas systematically commenc- 
ed and has Ueen carried ou in the same 
manner until its completion, now imminent, 
furnishes the best guarantee that the actual 
terminus of the great overland line will be 
Victoria. Settlers on the lands within the 
railway holt are secure under this act of 
getting their lands at SI per acre, and al- 
though titles have uot yet been issued it 
has been through no remissness of tlie local 
government, who have not ceased to urge 
upon the Dominion tho necessity of giving 
to such settlers that confidence of owner- 
ship which is so desirable and important in 
the improvement of their homestead?. New 
bridges, an insane asylum, new gaols, new 
schools, and huge expenditures in the con- 
struction, maintenance and improvement of 
every district through which now run well- 
kept level roads where before, but too of- 
ten, were half-choked bridle-trails, all 
bear evidence of an appreciation of tho 
necessity of advancement and a judicious 
administration of the public moneys to 
that end. Tho Peace rivor lands, which 
waa the price that had to be paid Tor the 
reitricted agricultural portion of our main- 
land railway lande to those of the North- 
west territories, were already geographi- 
cally alienated from tho province, and 
though none the less ours, could better be 
spared than any otherB. This wiib but fair 
when we recollect the nature of those level 
Btretchea of prairie country in Manitoba 
and the northwest, which tho Canadian 
Pacific embraces in its passage to our 
Beaboard. For it will bo remembered that 
the minerals contained in the rail- 
way bolt are a til 1 retained by 
the province; and though the contrary 
is claimed by the Dominion government, 
justice and equity will certainly copcode 
and obtain forua what is now being con- 
tested, the right to their retention, As 
regards the Kootenay railway act, 
if it is advanced that such an act was 
prejudicial to the public intereats, it may 
be observed in tho first place that the 
measure was a private one and was voted 
for by five out of the presont opposition 
of six. The company, moreover, have 
not received tho deeds of the 750,000 
acres, and cannot now possibly get that 
quantity. On Kootenay lake they can 
now, in the most favorable event, only 
secure -10,000 acres of the 230,000 or 
240,000 acres, Thej might have origin- 
ally. secured these, because the act pro- 
vides that they must survey and select the 
land which they wish to acquire beforo 
some time in December, 1884, and they 
only surveyed two townships there. At 
the time limit stated the reserve was 
lifted off tho rest of tho land there. The 
company has got until 1887 to select their 
altorcate sections on tho Columbia rivor, 
which even then they will only be able to 
acquire by fulfilling all the requirements 
of the act in which is included the con- 
struction of a line of railway from Koote- 
nay lake to tho Columbia river, Who but 
the preaent government instituted the en- 
couragement' of industries, offering 
bonuses for the erection and maintenance 
of a woollen mill, for tho conatruction of 
smelting works, and a subsidy for the 
construction and working of a provincial 
line of railway? The increased outlay 
on public education, tho heavy cast of the 
administration of justice; — were these un- 
called for J and are they not to be con- 
sidered when short sighted cavilers com- 
plain of tho excess of expenditure over 
revenue during a term that has been 
characterized by workBand improvements 
of a moat substantial, requisite and last- 
ing character ( To the calm and unpreju- 
diced mind thoae facts must weigh at their 
fair value. To-day it ia our pride and 
boast that the name it may even be called 
tho fame, of British justice, is sturdily 
maintained here; that no criminal within 
the reach of the law shall bo allowed to 
go unpuniahed, and that no money shall 
be spared when the credit of that law ia 
at stake; and the pertinacity which is the 
outcomo of that spirit and with which 
that law is upheld furnishes a worthy ex- 
ample to tho judicial administrations else- 
where. And does not education, by cul- 
tivating the mental perceptions and 
strengthening the analogy o. v reasoning 
render stronger tho powers of discrim- 
ination between the good and true and 
tho evil and falso I For education, so 
poworful for good or evil, does tend to 
decrease crimo, in spite of the refinement 
of ill-doin" that it places within the reach 
of those whoso moral natures are already 
inherently warped or have become ao by 
the force of unfavorable surroundings. 
This is a fact; and extra expenditure in 
the cause of public education can never 
be mis-sjient. With all these advantages it 
should bo remembered that, to use a home- 
ly simile, you cannot get a dollar and a 
quarter out of a dollar, and neither, by the 
same rule, should the peoplo expect that 
they as n province can gut back more thun 
has been tukeu from them. Therefore, 
when the expenditure has exceeded tho 
revenue, tho question to ask is: "lias the 
monoy been laid out upon works of public 
necessity?" To this there can be only one 
answer — a decided affirmative; and the 
present government can go before the coun- 
try with a consciousness that their adminis- 
tration has been a beneficial and progressive 
one, nud. that, so far as laid in their power, 
tho province has been furthered to the 
utmost extent. 

TEE SPEECH. 

Tho speech from the throne at the pro- 
roguing of the house yesterday was short 
but concise. Tho advancement of the 
country during the government's term was 
alluded to with congratulation, as also was 
the settlement of the long standing railway 
question between the province and the Do- 
minion. The dlijt'ht number of public bills 
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was commented upon as a favorable sign 
that over-legislation had been avoided, 
while the number of private bills showed 
the rapid increaso of a spirit of enterprise, 
and the fact that such works as the Saanich 
railway, and smelting works which, a- few- 
years ago, were not even thought, are now 
attracting attention. Assurance is given 
that economy consistent with the efficiency 
off tho public service will bo observed in 
making expenditures. In taking his leave 
his honor assured tho houss that it had 
labored faithfully in the service of the 
country to whoso affairs they were elected 
to administer.

ENGLAND. 

London, April G. — It was stated in the 
lobby of the house of commons this 
evening that Messrs. Mundella and 
Childera had resigned their seats in the 
cabinet. It is expected that Messrs. 
Fowler, flenage and Broadhurat will 
secede from the government on Thursday. 
The co sensuH of opinion is that the 
present government is doomed. 

The latest information is that the cab- 
inet feud has temporarily abated, Mr. 
Gladstone modifying his proposals regard- 
ing the customs control by giving the 
English parliament tho right to veto all 
fiscal enactments of Ireland and provid- 
ing that tho imperial receiver shall collect 
customs and excise and making imperial 
claims first charges on tho revenues. 
Tho malcontents consequently withheld 
their resignations. 

Mr. Gladstone is thoroughly supported 
in all his proposals by Karl Granville, 
Earl Rosebury, the Marquis of ttipon 
and Mr. Gampbell-LSannerinau. Sir 
Farrar Herachell does not participate in 
the discussion of homo rule, but ho up - 
holds tho proposed bill, and has relieved 
Mr. Gladstone of drafting the latter 
scheme. Mr. Gladstone is in robust 
health and good voice, and ia confident of 
success on Thursday. 

Mr. Chamberlain will speak after Mr. 
Gladstone, and Lord Hartingtou will have 
to adjourn. 

It is reported that Lord Salisbury has 
persuaded Lord Hartingtou to move that 
the houso refuse to Consider Mr. Glad- 
stone's bill. 

Mr. Gladstone paid a glowing tribute to 
the late Win. E. Forstor, in the house of 
commons this evening. Ho spoke of the 
universal and deep regret that is felt in 
the loss of so , worthy a man, and said 
that Mr. Forster had been one of the 
most distinguished members of the house. 

The Times aays that a desperate effort 
was made at yesterday's meoting of the 
cabinet to prevent disruption and that tho 
effort succoeded. Mr. Gladstone consent- 
ed to eliminate tho proposal to yield the 
control of customs to the Irish parliament 

The last words uttered by Mr. Forsier 
before his death yesterday were, "No 
home rule." 

The home office will cease to offer a re- 
ward for the detection of criminals or 
uardons to accomplices who may make 
confessions on die ground that the 
principle involved is wrong and experi- 
ence show's auch a course almost invariably 
fails of its object. 

A dispatch from Athena to the Daily 
Telegraph aays that tho king of Groece 
and his ministers have issued an order to 
abandon war preparations, as Prince Alex- 
ander has yieldod to the powers. 

FRANCE. 

I'aius, April G — An official communi- 
cation shows that tho preaent diplomatic 
relations botweou Franco and Germany 
are excellent. 

A banquet was given here to-night to 
M. Do Leaseps by a number of British 
ship owners. A brilliant company was 
present. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, April (J. — Reports of damage 
by floods in Dantzic district continue to 
be received. Sevoral villages have been 
inundated. 

AUSTRIA. 
Viknna, April G. — Tho Bachrach silk 
hosiery company of this city has failed 
for §250,000. 

BULGARIA. 
Sofia, April 0.— The fact that the 
powers have signed the protocol which 
makes Prince Alexander governor of 
Eastern Rouinelia for tho term of livo 
years, has created a bad impression here, 
but it is believed that Prince AleNandor 
and the Bulgarian ministry will accept 
the situation. 

GREECE. 

Athens, April —To-day being the 
f>7th anniversary of the declaration of 
(ireek independence, is celebrated as a 
holiday. There were no public demon- 
strations. The king and queen were 
present this morning in the cathedral 
here. Tho te deiim was sung. 

The chamber of deputies is engaged in 
an animated debate over a proposed loan 
of five million dollars on account of mili- 
tary operations. Many of tho principal 
deputies urge a policy of action. 

THE ORIENT. 

CHINA. 

San Francisco, April (i. — Yokohama ad- 
vices state that reports from the ten districts 
continue favorable. 

Hongkong advices say that Gen. Wilson 
and a number of officers from the U. S. 
steamer Mouacacy are, at the request of Li 
Hung Chang, survoying a line of pro jected 
railroad along the grand canal. 

The overland China mail says: News of 
tho anti-Chinese persecutions in the United 
States has created ft very dangerous anti- 
foreign feeling in Canton, and fears are 
entertained the natives will attempt the 
reprisals mentioned by the viceroy of 
Kwang Tung in his dispatch to the Chinese 
minister at Washington. 

PHILLTPPINE ISLANDS. 
Advices from the Phillippine Islands 
state that on February loth a party of Ma- 
hommedan fanatics attacked tho Mission 
house at Zamotaca ou tho island of Meu- 
dauo, set fire to it as well as to tho dwelling 
houso of the priests, the old church, new 
church in course of construction, and the 
store-houses, tho whole being reduced to 
ashos. A force was sent to chastise thoin, 
when twelve were killed and several more 
wounded.

CALIFORNIA. 

San Francisco, April C- -His excellency 
Chung Yen Hoon, the now Chinese ambas- 
sador to tho United States, accompanied by 
twenty attendants, arrived to-day by the 
steamer Gmlic from Hongkong, nud will 
remain hero one week and then go direct to 
Washington, .lust as the minister, followed 
by his suite, was about to stop ashore ho 
was stopped by the customs officer, who 
informed him that ho could not allow him 
to pass until he had been shown by proper- 
ly authorized documents that ho was en- 
titled to laud in the United States. Tho 
Chinese consul general and consul, who 
were present to receive tho minister, ex- 
pressed somo indignation that such a for- 
mality should be required in this instance, 
but as the officer insisted the minister 
dispatched one of his secretaries for his 
credentials, accrediting him to the govern- 
ment of tho United Statt-s. When these 
were produced tho surveyor informed the 
minister that the customs office must have 
something to show that he and his suite had 
been properly admitted to this port. The 
minister's passpcrt was then sent for, and 
after a duplicate certified copy had been 
made the embassy was allowed to laud. 

Chinese Consul Bee has made tho follow- 
ing statement i'n regard to the refusal of the 
customs authorities to allow tho minister to 
land without producing necessary papers: 
' 'Secretary Bayard sent instructions to tho 
collector at this port to permit the legation 
to land freely and extend to them every 
courtesy. .Just at this moment his excel- 
lency and suit were about to step 
ashoro tho customs surveyor in- 
formed me that the collector had jurat 
sent an order not to permit the legation 
to land till his excellency's credentials 
were sent to tho custom houso for exami- 
nation. This was communicated to his 
excellency, who expressed much surpriso 
at tho action of the collector, re- 
marking that his government had 
instructed him only to present his 
credentials to the president of tho 
United States, adding that they were 
packod in his baggage under seal and it 
would be very inconvenient to get at 
them at that moment, and therefore he 
proferrcd to remain on the ship until 
communication could be had with Wash- 
ington. Finally, after a delay of an hour 
and a half, the minister and suite were 
permitted to leave tho ship." 

Dr. Thomas Wade, builder and former 
owner of tho Grand Opera house of this 
city, died suddenly this morning at his 
home in Oakland, from internal hemorr- 
hage. Ha was 55 years of ago. 

The Call's Guayinas, Mox., special 
Bays: C. D. Benhaui, superintendent of 
the Copper Queon Mining company, 
Canaueas, Sonora, was shot dead at Hor- 
mosillo to-day by his coachman, Fred 
Sweet. The murderor was arrested. No 
cause is assigned. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Fort Wokth, April 6.— Today at 
noon the last of the troops left and the 
city is without protection from outside 
sources, except two companies of state 
raugors, who will remain here for some 
time. Trains have been moving all day 
without opposition. The Knights of La- 
bor to-day adopted resolutions declaring 
themselves law-abiding citizens and con- 
demning all acta of carelessness and vio- 
lence. Tho indications arr that tho 
trouble here is ended, No further oppo- 
sition to tho movement of trains is an- 
ticipated. 

Philadelphia, April G.— The English 
steamer Brinkburn, with 2000 tons of 
iron ore, went ashoro in a fog to-day 'on 
Fonwick'a islsnd shoal, to the south of 
Cape Henlopen. She struck hard and 
was filling with water when tho crow loft 
her. Tho vessel will be a total loss. She 
,waa built in 1S80, and with her cargo 
was valued at §180,000. 

Dknvkk, April G — A News' Colorado 
Springs special says: The contract for 
building tho Midland railroad from Load- 
ville to Aspen was to-day let. The con- 
tract includes a tunnel 2200 feet long 
through tho Sugar Loaf mountain. Price 
ia not made public. Work to begin im- 
mediately. 

Tho Union Pacific this evening began 
Belling firBt-clnss limited tickets to San 
Francisco for §110 with a $5 rebate. This 
is a reduction of £5, which will be mot in 
tho morning by tho Denver & Rio 
Grande and Santa Fe roads. liailroad 
officials hero think the prospects of a 
Bpeedy termination of tho transcontinen- 
tal was by no means bright. 

La Ckos.hk, Wis., April G. — A Gre 
broke out in John Paul's and C. L. Col- 
man's lumber yards at 10 o'clock this 
morning, destroying bath mills and sov- 
eral million feet of lumber. This is 
tho groatost conflagration over experi- 
enced hero. Tho loss at noon was half 
a million dollars. At one o'clock the firo 
is still burning. Tho firo department is 
doing its best to stop the progress of the 
names, but without effect. It looks at 
this hour as though the liro would de- 
stroy a million dollars' worth of property. 

j:I!0 p. m. — The fire wus brought under 
control at 2:.'!0 p. m. The total area 
burned is five blocks long and a block and 
a half wide, besides the large lumber 
mills of Paul and Colman. A careful esti- 
mate of the loss places tho total between 
§800,000 and §1,000,000, of which of in- 
dividual losses O. L. Column's is the 
groatost, with no insurance. John Paul's 
individual lor.s is a mill and 5,000,000 
feet of lumber, §150,000; insured for 
800,000. Some eighty small houses were 
burned, liy the firo fully 1,000 men arc 
thrown out of employment and 1,000 
persons aro homeless.

China. 

Our Hongkong dates are to March 2nd. 

It ia stated by a Canton correspondent 
that tho viceroy had received orders to 
open the south reach of the Canton river, 
blocked during ths Frauco Chinose war, 
but he refuses to do so. 

On the lGth of February there were 
fifty-throe steamers, representing over 
53,000 tons net, and twenty-one sailing 
vessels, representing 14,000 tons net, in 
the port of Shanghai— unusually large 
numbers. 

Disquieting news is reported to havo 
arrived from the borders of Tonquin, to 
the effect that the governor of Kuangsi 
and the imperial commissioners who were 
surveying the districts with a view to the 
erection of boandary Btoncs, had been 
driven back by tho inhabitants, who hold 
that tho country there has beon ceded to 
France by treaty. 

Troops havo been sent from Canton to 
Hainan to assist the imperial authorities 
to collect the taxes which tho mountain- 
eers of that island refuse to pay. 

It is rumored in Canton that JapanJ is 
making great preparations for war, and the 
Chinese surmise that tho intention is to 
attack Corea. Another opinion held by 
those who give credence to the rumor is, 
that Japan deems it necessary to be pre- 
pared for war, having reason to four that 
China will attempt to seiae upon Loo 
f !hoo. 

TUK KMPKROR, 

The Shun Pao of January 28th says: The 
emperor being now fifteen yet.rs of age, and 
the time for his marriage being clo.°o at 
hand, the eight banners have beon directed 
to ascertain the eligible daughters, botweou 
the ages of 14 and 17, of metropolitan and 
provincial high (Mauohu) officials of tho 
third and fourth rank and upward, aud to 
draw up a list of them with their names, 
ages, and descent for three generations on 
both sides, so as to furnish the youth with 
au empress consort aud inmates for his 
imperial seraglio. 

J'hi Hong Kong Daily Pross of the 22d 
of February says': "A telegram waB re- 
ceived by the Tung Wah hospital com- 
mittee at -1:150 p m. on Sunday from San 
Francisco, stating that fresh anti Chinese 
riots have tukeu place in tho United 
States. It was dispatched by tho com- 
mittee of tho Chong Wah (Chinose club) 
and tho Chinese consul-general, and is 
to the following effect: 'We respectfully 
call your attention to the condition of the 
Chinese in the Unitea States America. 
Anti-Chinese riots of frequent occurrence 
by the Irish. Our property already de- 
al royed over §500,000 Many peoplo 
killed. Merchants' business seriously in- 
jured. Croat suffering and destitution 
among tho laboring classes. Wo request 
that you immediately issuo proclamation 
warmtiJ our people not t) let 
nr.y Chinose come to the United 
States. Also send a copy of 
this to Chang Ohih-tung, viceroy, and 
tho 01 Vuk Tong, Canton. We have ca- 
bled Tsung-li Yatnen.' This information 
was circulated among tho Chineso in the 
colony without loes of time, and the origi- 
nal telegram was forwarded to the regis- 
trar-general. Another telegram to simi- 
lar effect was received by the Wing Chang 
Kut (American importers), from the Ming 
Yang Club at San Francisco, the same 
evening." 

The Hong Kong Overland Mail say«: 
One of the oldeat residents in Canton as- 
sures us that the anti foreign feeling there 
has never been higher than it is at the 
present moment, and tho temperament of 
the people bears a strong resomblance to 
that which existed immediately preceding 
the riot of September, 188U; in fact, so 
strong is the feeling t lint a foreigner can 
scarcely go a short distance into the city 
without being frequently insulted and 
having hia ears regaled with tho pleasant 
expression, "kill."

Air. Speaker and gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly :- Your labors hav- 
ing again closed, it is ray duty to relievo 
you from futher attendance here at the 
present time. 

This being the laat session of tho fourth 
parliament, it ia probable that we shall 
not all have the pleasure of meeting 
again in our respective capacities in con- 
nection with the legislature of tho prov- 
ince, and I take this opportunity of ex- 
ploring the pleasure which I had, during 
tho four years' term of parliament now 
drawing to a close, in being associated 
with you in connection with the govern- 
ment and legislature of tho province. 

I must onngratulate you on the ad 
vancement which tho country haa made 
during your term, which 1 can but at- 
tribute, in some measure, to your wise 
legislation generally, to the liberal grants 
which you havo authorized from time to 
to time for the purpose of prosecut- 
ing public works and aiding in the devel- 
opment of various industries, and to your 
settlement of the long standing railway 
question with the Dominion government, 
whereby construction has been secured 
and settlement on the public lauds on 
Vancouver island and on the mainland 
facilitated. 

f observe with approval that the public 
bills paaaed by you at the present session 
have been fewer in number than has been 
customary in preceding years, and thus 
the evil of over legislation has been 
avoided. The private bills introduced 
and dealt with, to provide for tho estab- 
lishment of new and important enterprises, 
have been numerous, however, and indi- 
cate that an era of 'progress and develop- 
ment haa sot in. 

I trust that tho bonus for the establish- 
ment cf smelting works, which you have 
authorized my ministers to offer, may bo 
the means of acoomplifihing the object 
vou have in view — the opening up of ex- 
tensive mining works for the extraction 
of gold, silver and other valuablo metals 
from the abounding metalliferous rocks of 
the country. 

I sincerely hope, also, that the bonua 
which you have provided to aid in the 
construction of the Saanich railway will 
aecure to that important agricultural dis- 
trict the means of cheap transport for ita 
increasing produce. 

It is gratifying to find that such works, 
which a few yeara ago were not thought 
of, aro now attracting the attention of 
men of capital and enterprise. 

I thank you for tho liboral estimates 
which you havo provided for the ensuing 
year. Caro will bo taken to exercise 
economy in making expenditurea consist- 
ently with the efficiency of the sorvioo; 

In taking leave of you now, I beg again 
to express the pleasure which I havo ex- 
perienced in my intercourse with you dur- 
ing my term of office. 1 sincerely hope 
that in returning to your respective homes, 
to take up your regular buainesa avoca- 
tions, you will find success attend your 
otfortB. Accept my beat wishes for your 
welfare; and as you have labored faith- 
fully for the promotion of the best inter- 
ests of the province, so may your indi- 
vidual interests be respectively prospered. 

Hon. Air. Robson, provincial secretary, 
then formally announced that it was the 
will of His Honor, the lieutenant-gover- 
nor, that the houae should be prorogued 
until the 7th June next. 

The proceedings then terminated. 

From the Orient. 

''Air. and Airs. Ceo. Taylor and son 
and three Japanese servants, from Ja- 
pan," stated tlie register at the Occiden- 
tal hotel yesterday. A reporter of The 
Colonist called on Air. Taylor, who stated 
that they arrived at Port Townsend from 
Kobe, Japan, by the American bark Guy* 
C. Goss, after a passage of thirty-seven 
daya, counting the extra day at the me- 
ridian. Tho passage was besot with ad- 
verse winds, the vessol being driven far 
our of her course, and taking twenty- live 
clays to reach the equator. From thiu to 
Port Townsend everything was favorable. 
Mr. Taylor has been a reaident in Japan 
for sixteen yeara, latterly in the employ 
of the imperial government, and is mar- 
ried to a Japanese lady. He haa a 
brother at Port Moody, and has come to 
this country for the purpose of making it 
his homo. 

Air. Taylor describee the climate of 
Japan as delightful. There ia little do- 
aire on the part of its native residents to 
leave tho country, tho only large emigra- 
tion being that to the Sandwich Islands, 

EstjUiMALT Railway —In the house of 
commons Air Pope, answering Air. Gor- 
don, said the Esquimalt and Nanaimo 
railway had been inspected on behalf of 
the Dominion government, but i o section 
of the railway had been accepted or sub- 
sidy paid, owing to the fact that tho cur- 
vature of the line was not in accordance 
with the statute, and tho act would have 
to be amended befure further action couid 
be taken. 

— The magnificent resi- 
dence of his grace Archbishop Seghors 
will bo open to-morrow evening, when 
the general public are invited to be pres- 
ent.

Tho half-yearly general meeting of pro- 
prietors was held on Tuesday at the office 
of the corporation, 3, Clement's lane, 
Lombard street: Air. J. J. Caler in tho 
chair. 

The notice calling tho meeting waB read 
by Air. A. G. Wallis, the secretary. Tho 
report of the directors, which was taken 
as read, was as follows: 

"The court of directors have pleasure 
in submitting the accompanying balance 
sheet and statement of profit and loas ac- 
count as on tho 31st December last, show- 
ing £84,008. 17a. as tho net profit for tho 
year 1885. Out of this sum tho directors 
have now to report tho declaration of a 
dividend of 30a. per share, payable, froo 
of income-tax, on tho 5th of April next, 
making, with the dividend paid in July, 
and the interim dividend paid in Octo- 
ber, a distribution of "k p?r cent, for the 
year ending 151st December, 1885. It was 
mentioned at the last general meeting 
that the directora had in contemplation 
the formation of an 'officera' pension 
fund'; it will bo observed that they now 
propose to reserve an amount of £4,000 
out of the not profit, with a view to this 
purpose, and they trust thatlthis will moot 
with tho approval of the shareholders. 
This atill loaves a balance of £5,008 17a., 
which has been added to the reat of undi 
vided not profit. Tho dividend warrants 
will bo remitted to thu proprietors as 
usual. 

The chairman said— "On tho whole, the 
year 1885 may be suiil to have closed t-atia- 
factorily, aud the present one opens with 
hopeful and encouraging prospects for trade, 
business generally being sound, aud several 
enterprising people have started new indus- 
tries. I may also mention some changes 
which have orcuried since 1877, when Mr. 
Griudley was appointed general manager. 
In that year tho profits were £45,000, tho 
dividend 5 per cent., and the rest was, in 
round figures, £20(1,000, In the following 
year exceptional losses reduced tho rest to 
£125,000; the dividend was maintained at 
5 per cent. Since then the profit bus 
progressed with tolerable steadiness to the 
huge amount which wo show in this year's 
accounts, viz., €84,000, which has enabled 
us to pay a dividend of 7% per cent., and 
to make the rest £221,000, or within c3U,- 
000 of the highest level, which it attained lu 
the year 1871. These results .aro due to the 
combined and continuous exertions on the 
part of the head office and the branches. 
Wherever we found that stringent rules 
pressed heavily or prevented tho expansion 
of good business some relaxation has been 
made; and we have tried to make our 
officers both active, self-reliant and prudent, 
and each, from tho general manager down- 
ward, has douo his best to make the bunk 
prosperous and popular. (Bear, hear.) 
The bank last year mads very small losses, 
and is now in a position to take the greatest 
ndvautage of any now opening for busi- 
ness." 

The report and the accounts were car- 
ried unanimously.

Dam airing 1 Disclosures o< Polit- 
ical Turpitude. 



OrTAWA, March 31. — A grave scandal 
waB disclosed in the railroad committee 
room to-day. Beatty, member of par- 
liament from Toronto, 13 president of the 
Northwest Central railway, which starts 
at Brandon, and was formerly known aa 
the Souris & Rocky Mountain railway. 
Woodworth, member of parliament from 
Nova Scotia, waa one of tho original di- 
rectors. Woodworth some time ago waa 
dropped from the directorate. To-day 
he thought he would have revenge on 
Beatty, and made a statement in tho 
committee room. He charged Beatty 
with sulling Gemmill and Young of Win- 
nipeg, porsous interested in the road, 
§380,000 worth of stock on favorable 
terms, and under an agreement that they 
should hand back cue fourth to him 
(Beatty) for nothing. Beatty, he saya, 
also allotted §100,000 worth of tho stock 
to Fish & Taylor of Winnipeg, on simi- 
lar terma. Ho further charged that Beatty 
waa also slaudering him (Woodworth), 
and saying that he was demanding half 
the profits and emoluments. Blake read 
letters from parties showing that Beatty 
had stated at times that Woodworth was 
demanding the priviloge of sharing in the 
proceeds. This ho denied firmly. Beatty 
explained his pot it ion and admitted get- 
ting $380,000 stock, which was to be paid 
hinifor his using hia influenca with the 
government Ho read a letter from Wood- 
worth asking him (Beatty) to abide by a 
solemn promise made that he should have 
half tho emoluments along with Beatty in 
connection with the building aud the 
grading of the road. If this waa not done 
he would oppose the laud grant. Baatty 
denied any arrangement with Woodworth, 
but the hitter contended that the lal ter's 
letier was in the minitter of finance's 
hands, and that the latter would not deny 
it. Woodworth characterized Beatty and 
Tupper, a Missouri Pacific and another 
director, as Ananias and Sipphira. On 
motion of Blake, who aaid he had further 
interoatitig information to give regarding 
this scandal, the committee adjourned 
until Friday next.

KsM LOOPS, April Gth. — Government 
Agent Dewdney, of Priests' Valley, 
brought in to-day by stage a prisoner 
named John Phillips, who allot and killed 
Hugh Armstrong, near Okanagan Mis- 
sion. It appoara Phillips and Armstrong 
bad « dispute over a bridle. Armstrong 
afterwards went into Phillips' house with 
a club to deal Phillips a blow. Phillips 
was lying in bud with rheumatism, and 
seeing Armstrong coming with a club ho 
got his gun. When Armstrong entered 
ha, Phillips, shot him through the heart, 
killing him almost instantly.

Gladstone us Firm as a Itork. 

ENGLAND. 

London, April 0. — The cabinet met at 
noon to-day and remained in session un- 
til three o'clock. Gladstone laid before 
his ministers hia Irish home rule scheme. 
It is reported that tho discussion which 
followed resulted in confirming the min 
isterial oppoaitiari to certain features of 
the proinier'a proposals. The Earl of 
Kiniberley, secretary for India, Childers, 
homo secretary, Sir Wm. Vernon Har- 
court, chancellor of tho exchequer, and 
Mr. Alundella, president of the. board uf 
trade, are, it is said, aa much opposed as 
over to that feature which surrenders the 
control of tho customs in Ireland. As 
Gladstone remains firm these trijnisters, 
rumor Bays, will resign. Sir H. Ponsonby, 
private secretary to the Queen, was sent 
by her majesty this afternoon to confer iu 
her behalf with Lord Hartington, leader 
of the whiga in the commons. The inter- 
view lasted a long time. Afterwards the 
Marquis of Salisbury had a long private 
conference with Hartington. 

Pile English and Scotch opposition to 
the home rule bill has been growing more 
and moru pronounced ull week. When 
Gladstone announces the provisions 
of the bill for the future government of 
Ireland, he will havo to deal with three 
or four sets of opponents— those opposed 
to homo rule in any form, those opposed 
to a separate parliament, those opposed to 
home rule with land purchase, and thoso 
opposed to home rule without. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, April 0. —A Brittany paper states 
that twenty-five caaes of cholera have ap- 
peared in the vicinity of Admere in FiniB- 
ter, and that one of them has proved fa- 
tal. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Nmv York, April <;.— W. E. Sinclair, 
treasurer o( Barifum's circus, took §7000 of 
his employer's money on Saturday and has 
not been seen since.

THE MONTE CAKLO COLLI- 
SION. 

The Awful Spectacle that lOO 

Horrified People Witnessed. 
m 

Cars and Locomotives Tele- 
scoped. 

Paris, March 12, — An eye-witness 
of the Monte Carlo accident sends to 
the Temps the following vivid descrip- 
tion of it: 

"The catastrophu which has just 
taken place on tilt) Monaco frontier has 
a peculiar dramatic character. It oc- 
curred under the eye3 of 500 or 600 
persons, helpless to prevent it, and this 
is one of the most thrilling features of 
the event. 

"At ft o'clock precisely the train, No. 
AS'i, was at Monto Carlo station, be- 
ing 5 minutes late. Hundreds of pass- 
engers alighted. A still larger number 
of people were preparing to start for 
Nice by the train expected from Men- 
tone. There was unsual bustle oh the 
platforms. At this moment I saw the 
station-master, of whom several ner- 
vous were asking information. He 
seemed Hurried. "Enter my oflice," he 
said to two of them, "1 will attend to 
you presently." lie then, as it seemed 
to me, ran to see after the luggage. 
Suddenly the train moved on. 1 can 
still see the guard jumping down from 
the luggage wagon. The station master 
had at this moment an instinct of the 
disaster about to happen. "Who 
signalled train 4831" he asked, in a 
voice broken by emotion. "Not 1," re- 
plied the head porter. "Was it you, 
then?" said he to a second otlicial. "No, 
sir!" At this answer the unfortunate 
man put his hands to his head, and be- 
came quite livid. 

"It did not take more than a second 
for the crowd to comprehend the dan- 
ger which the train was incurring. 
Moreover, the coast between Cape St. 
Martin and Monte Carlo is so curved, 
that the whole line was under the spec- 
tators' eyes. Three trains could be seen, 
with their pulls of white smoke. The 
lirst was about to enter the St. Martin 
tunnel, and ran no danger; the second 
had just left Roquebrune, and was ad- 
vancing at full speed against the one 
going away from us. No idea can be 
formed of the anguish of the 300 or 
400 spectators of this nceno. At first 
evervbodv hoped that the collision 
would not take place. The coast was all 
open. "They will see each other in 
time," said people on all sides. The 
sta^ion master ordered all the bells to 
be rung, in order to make as much 
noise as possible. Four hundred men 
rent th<? air with their cries. Two col 
umna of smoke, however, continued to 
get closer and closer. TU t -* in the two 
trains did not see each other. Every- 
body screani'jd and gesticulated. Such 
impotence, in presence of such danger, 
was enough to drive one mad. At last 
the driver of the train coming from 
Mentone saw the danger, and reversed 
his engine. But the other, in conse- 
quence of the curve, noticed nothing, 
and continued to advance. They were 
within 200 metres of each other — 100 
metres — 10 metres. A great shudder 
ran through the crowd. The women 
turned away their heads, not to see 
what happened. A sharp cry was heard 
as a girl went into hysterics. 

"The collision took place. /The two 
trains were seen tilted up one against 
the other, and then there was a horri- 
ble incident — two or three carriages, 
falling over the parapet, were precipi- 
tated on to the rocks on the coast. A 
thick smoke spread all round. Driven 
to despair the station-master no longer 
knew what ho was doing. There were 
cries on all Bides of "The doctors! The 
doctors!" Everyone rushed forward. 
Twenty-five or thirty persons went up 
the line, and reached the spot where 
the accident had happened. It is im- 
possible to describe the scene. No one 
can form an idea of it but those who 
saw it. 

"The two carriages which had fallen 
from a height of 30 metres on the 
rocks and shingle seemed to have been 
reduced to dust. Luckily there were 
only three persons in them. One was 
killed on the spot, liy a miracle, the 
two others were only injured. They are 
Beriously injured, no doubt, but their 
recovery is not despaired of. The two 
engines had become, so to speak, weld- 
ed into each other. Behind and above 
them four carriages of the Mentone 
train were piled on each other, twisted 
out of shape. A young man, at great 
risk to himself, succeeded in turning oil 
the valves, which were throwing out a 
blinding steam, and then the injured 
persons were found. I saw 17, more or 
less seriously ht! r;, taken away. 

•'Close to where I stood, 1 saw an 
arm, on which the person next to me 
was on the point of treading. An at- 
tempt was made to extricate the unfor- 
tunate man to wWom it belonged. But 
the bars of iron, beams, broken wood, 
doors, roofs, ^olta and broken glass were 
no bound together as to render the task 
almost Impossible. 

"To understand the violence of the 
shock, it is necessary to imagine two 
engines and four carriages occupying, 
as regards length and height, the place 
of one ordinary engine. A second class 
carriage had been turned completely 
upside down, and had lost its wheels. 

"In justice to the inhabitants of 
Monaco, it is right to mention that 
every one did his duty. The firemen 
started first, then came the Prince's 
little troep of soldiers, lastly the rifio- 
men. The authorities from Nice and 
Mentone arrived at the scone of the 
accident during the uight, and the 
work of clearing away the rubbish was 
begun by torchlight." 

The deaths at present number four — 
namely, M. Ferraro, builder, of Ven 
btmiglia, and Doniergue, the engine- 
driver; Feraud, the guard; and Laur- 
ent, the stoker — all three belonging to 
the' Mentone train. Tho injured num- 
bered 23, and are all French or Italians 
The head porter at Eoquebruiie ia in 
custody.
